The Sultan, with the object of ending the 
evils prevailing in Herzegovina and Bosnia, and 
in accordance with the friendly advice of the 
Great Powers, confirms the provisions of his 
recent firman, and orders the execu- 
tion of the following special reforms in 
the insurgent districts: First, complete 
liberty of worship; second, reform in the sys- 
tem of taxation; third, sale of waste lands to 
needy inhabitants with facilities for payment; 
fourth, institution of mixed commissions in the 
Capitals or Herzegovina and Bosnia to insure 
the prompt execution of reforms; fifth, aug- 
mentation of the sums applied to the works of 
publie utility in a proportion to be fixed by ad- 
vice of mixed commissions. 

These special reforms are granted for the wel- 
fare of those who, having been misled by per- 
fidious counsels, desire to return to obedience. 
For these persons a general amnesty is pro- 
claimed. 

Haidir Effendi, formerly Embassador, has 
been appointed President of Bosnia in the Mixed 
Commission, and the Albanian Vassa Effendi, 
President of the Commission for Herzego- 
vina. They will assume their posts immediately.

SERIOUS AFFRAY. 


An Attack by Two Germans Leads to 
the Use of a Revolver with Dangere 
ous Results. 

Between 7 and 8 o'clock last evening a shoot- 
ing affray occurred near the corner of Rush and 
Oakwood streets, in which Charles Dietrich and 
Charles Wolff were dangerously wounded by 
August Drurch. The three men have until re- 
cently been employed at the brewery of Busch & 
Brandt, and boarded together at the corner of 
Rush and Cedar streets. Some time ago a bitter 
feeling was engendered between the men on 
account of some trivial difference, in 
which Dietrich and Wolff were ar- 
rayed against Drurch. „ This feeling, 
through the interference of friends, has 
never resulted in an open rupture, though 
Drurch was constantly appehensive of an attack, 
and consequentiy avoided their society. Some 
time ago Wolff and Dietrich notified the landlord 
of the boarding-house that they would not remain 
unless Drurch was sent away, and the host not 
heeding their demands the twain left. It seems 
that they have been in the habit of circulating 
reports affecting the courage and manhood of 
Drurch for some time, and made threats that 
they would kill him on the first opportunity. 
Ihe men all room at the brewery, and during 
last week Dietrich and Wolff ruined the bed 
on which Druren slept. The foreman was ad- 
vised of this, and upon ascertaining who had 
been of the depredation notified them 
that t 
vere 


must pay for it. Thev refused and 

discharged. This hed the effect of increas- 

ing their animosity toward Drurch, and they re- 
the threats that had already been made. 

Friends of Drurch warned him of the inten- 
tions of his assailants and advised him to arm 
himself. Yesterday they calied at the brewery 
and told Drureh that they intended to get even 
with him last nigbt. Accordingly when he left 
the breweryto gotohis supper he observed 
them on the lookout for his coming, and, return- 
ing. armed himself withaweapon. He again 
started for his boarding-house, aud to avoid the 
prospective attack, attempted to cross an ad- 
jacent lot. When he had reached a point equi- 
distant between Oakwood and Rush streets, 
Dietrich and Wolff overhauled bim and said 
that they wanted satisfaction for their dis- 
charge; that they would ill him. He told 
them to stand off and leave him to 
pursue his way home. At this Dietrich

— About the poorest 
attempt yet to create an excitement and work up 
the legislators to a pitch which would induce 
them to impeach the Governor and State Treas- 
urer, and precipitate a conflict between the two 
parties in this State, was made to-day. A com- 
mittee was appointed by the House at the com- 
meneement of the session to investigate the 
books and accounts of the State Auditor and 
Treasurer, and to-day a report was made to the 
House closing with a recommendation 
that Gov. Kellogg and State ‘Treasurer 
Dubuclet be impeached; that Assistant At- 
torney-General . Dibble * be * turned out 
of office, and that J. H. Oglesby, President of 
the Louisiana National Bank and fiscal agent of 
the State, be prosecuted criminally. The report 
was signed by thetwo Democratic members,— 
J. Aldidge and Felix Voorhies. A minority re- 
port dissenting entirely from the conclusions 
and recommendations of the majority was sub 
mitted py the Republican member, L. A. Suaer. 
The groundg on which these impeachments, etc., 
are based that, during the latter portion of 
1374, certain moneys were transferred from cer- 
tain funds in the bands of the State Treasurer 
to certain other funds without warrant of law. 
THE FACTS 
are that at the time of the September insurree- 
tion in 1874, the metropolitan police had not 
been paid for several months, and the police 
were on the point of disbanding, leaving the 
lives and property of citizens unprotected. At 
the same time, there was in the State Treasury

THE UNITED STATES CONSULAR SERVICE. 
To the Butter of The Chicago Tribune : 

CMO Feb. 12.—Consuiar service is an in- 
ternational bridge for the purpose of facilitating 
business and intercourse between one nation and 
other. The usages of Consular service are 
very similar in ail civilized countries. Our laws 
regulating Consuls, and the marine laws, are 
very much like the English on the same sub- 
jects, as much #0 as the extent of English com- 
mon law in the administration of justice in this 
country. Great Britain, having been the fore- 
most Power on the seas aod in conduct- 
ing foreign trade, should be properly 

as the parent of the modern 
Consular system. She is now far ahead 
of this country in conducting the system. Her 
Consuls are all men of character and standing. 
The positions are considered highly honorable 
and complimentary at home. The Consuls fill 
dignified stations wherever they may bo sent. 
The Government means to be represented 
through her Consuls. Great Britain now holds 
Up the dignity of the Consulates the world over, 
through the importance with which she clothes 
them, and the consideration which she demands 
from other nations for the office. Within a few 
years, she has waged a foreign war to rescue a 
Consul from captivity. She makes the Consular 


' Office second only in honor to the Diplomatic. 


An American Consul in Great Britain commands 
tnusual respect from the people, from the high 
regard for the station which that country has 
made for it. 

Great Britain pays her Consuls respectable, 
bot to say large, salaries, so that they are able 
to fill with credit any place in society into which 
their exalted position takes them, in any country 
to which they are accredited. All temptation is 
taken away to make the most of the office by

pointed by the Consul, and are amenable to him 
as are clerks. The Agencies are usuall e 
filled by the citizens of the country in whicn 
they are located. The fees are divided with the 
Consul. Formerly the entire amount above 
what he voluntarily allowed the Ageut was re- 
tained by the Consul as a perquisite. In the 
rabid growth of a Consulate, these perquisites 
have, some years, run up to many thousands of 
dollars. Under the law in force in 1870, the 
Consular Agent was not permitted to retain 
above $1,000, and $500 for office-expenses, and 
the Consul could not retain an amount that, in 
the aggregate. with his own fees, would make 
his compensation more than $2,500. This 
is the, limit of all honest incomo to 
au officer not paid by ealary. The sal- 
aried officer may retain, in addition to 
the eum fixed by law as his salary, a perquisite 
from Dependencies of not more than $1,000. 
These are the limits fixed by law, aud there is 
really but small opportunity for the Consuls to 
scoop any large hauls ; for their fees are mostly 
derived from invoice-certificates and fees on 
shipping. all of which are sent to the Custom- 
Houses in the United States in duplicate, so 
that it is in the power of the Treasury Depart- 
ment at any time to post up nine-tenths of the 
Consul’s account, and compare it with his re- 
turns. It is evident that the large share of the 
crookedoess in the Consular service has its roots 
in the policy pursued at home. Reform must 
commence in the character of the appointments 
made, and in abandoning the practice of removals 
on a change of Administration, on political 
grounds. Jhange from present incumbents 
would doubtiess, in many instances, be for the 
better. No man can make a good Consul with- 
out experience, and the more experience the 
better. Those who have been proved faithful

production, the old breadstuff would greatly 
depreciate in value. So, if we do away with the 
necessity for gold, not only asa basis for our 
currency, but also for the purpose of sending to 
foreign countries, the precious metals will soon 
depreciate to a par with legal tender, if not sink 
in value below our currency, based, as it 18; on 
the credit of the nation. 

Then, in view of these facts, what is to be 
done after repealing the Resumption act? 
Kepeal the law requiring dulies io be paid in gold, 
This of itself, in taking away the demand, would 
greatly, if not entirely, do away with the premi- 
um on gold. 

But I am asked, How shall we be able to pay 
the interest on our foreign indebtedness with- 
out some means of accumulating that gold in our 
Treasury? Supposing we were obliged to send 
100,000,000 bushels of wheat to Europe, would 
we require it to be paid into the Treasury, as 
duties on importa? Aud. if we did so, would 
not wheat become article of speculation far be- 
yond what itis? So, why do we need gold to be 
accumulated in the way of duties, and, in so do- 
ing, render it the object of speculative gambling 
and the worst forms of deception and intrigue 7 
But to the question, How shall we pay our gold- 


interest? How did France pay her indemnity- 
debt to her great conqueror? One Dill- 
ion dollars in gold was to be paid. 


In the brief space of four years, that debt was 
wholly paid; and, strange to tell, only one-tenth 
of that great debt was paid in gold. The re- 
maining nine-teuths was paid in balance of trade. 

France was wise. She issued legal-tender to 
the amount of #600,000,000, and never but once, 
during the time in which that enormous indem- 
nity-debt was being paid, was gold above par; 
that was the year when their balance of trade 
faited them by 5100. 000. 000, when the demand 
for gold eaused a premium of 21g per cent. 
Their free issue of legal-tender stimulated busi- 
ness-enterprise; and, although a defeated na- 
tion, and racked with internal disorder, France 
immediately revived her industries, and, by im- 
mense exportation, the balance of trade, amount- 
ing to hundreds of millions annually, enabled 
her to pay nine-tenths of that, debt in the prod- 
ucts of her industry. 

Then, if France accomplished so much with 
paper-money in paying a gold-debt, may we not 
imitate her example? It is certainly worth a 
trial, 

To resume specie-payment may seem to many 
of great importance ; but, great as it may be, 
oue thing is certain: we cunnot resume until 
we have the specie with which to doit. It is 
proposed by leading officials that we buy gold 
thereby increasing our bonded debt—with which 
to resume. Such a policy would be not unlike 
the old lady who proposed to buy her daughter a 
capacity to aid her in getting her lessons better 
at school. She thought that an easier way than 
the true way of developing a capacity from 
within, by diligence and close application. The 
only true method of securing that coveted gold 
is to develop it from within by the appliances of 
industry in converting the natural resources of 
tbe country into products of wealth, and dis- 
tributing them to distant lands in exchange for 
their precious treasures. 3 

Then, since it is clear that industry, and not 
idleness, will 2 that wealth which is essen- 
tial to resammption, the question arises, What is 
u to the endouragement of enterprise 


‘and industry? First, the free circulation of a 


currency which fully meets the requirements of 
business and trade; and, second, such govern- 
mental regulations as will prevent the monopoly 
by Shylocks of the people's money. One of the 
greatest abuses of the rights of the producing 
classes is the present extortionate rates of in- 
terest. This tex levied upon business-enter- 
prise must necessarily enter into the cost of all 
roductions. The gains of mouey-leuders are 
own to be very gréat,—in fact, the greatest, 
as well as the surest, that arise from any kind of 
investment, and, at the same time, the invest- 
ment produces nothing. The gein consists only 
in its g ® tax levied on the products of labor. 
In this respect, the countries of Europe have 
the advantage of us, a8 eer do not tax the prod- 
acts of labor with such high rates; consequent. 
ly their producers can outdo us in the cheapness 
of their fabrics. We must imitate them in this, 
then, if we ex to * successfully in 
the markets of the Old World. The Sbylocks

THE COMPTROLLER’S ESTIMATES. 

Mr. Comptroller ‘Hayes submitted to the 
Common Council on Monday night his esti- 
mates for the city expenditures. Though the 

| fescal year ends on Dec. 31, he suggests 
that the City Council appropriate for the cal- 
endar year ending March 31, 1877, so as to 
have the appropriations for 1877 made by 
the time those for 1876 have been expended. 
His estimate foots up in the sum of $4,817,- 
344. This, it should be remembered, is for 
twelve months and not for nine months. 
Included in this sum is $500,000 to furnish 
a fund for the extinguishment of the igdebt- 
edness or deficiency in the revenues of pre- 
vious years by the failures of taxes. This de- 
ficiency has been growing from year to year, 
and will have to be met at some time. 
It is true that the @omptroller re- 
ports a large surplus of uncollected 
taxes over all outstanding indebtedness, 
but of these uncollected taxes there is a great 
sum that never will be collected. The Su- 
| preme Court has set aside several levies of 
| taxes, so far as the power to enforce their 
collection by sale is concerned; this practi- 
' cally is a loss of the tax on the personal 
property included in these levies, while the 
| tax on the realty remains a lien on the prop- 
erty and a cloud on the title. 
| The Comptroller also includes in his esti- 
| mate $240,000 te cover last year’s appropria- 
tion for water extension. It will be remem- 
bered that last year the Common Council ap- 
| propriated for this purpose ‘‘the proceeds 
ok a tax of one mill”; but, when the time 
came for certifying the amount of revenue 
to be raised, this appropriation was too in- 
| definite to be certified, and therefore no tax 
was levied for that perpose. The money, 
it appears, was expended, but, as no tax 
was levied, there is now a deficiency. 
| Deducting these two items, the estimated 
cost of the City Government as figured by 
| Mr. Haves is about $4,100,000. Last year 
the appropriations were $5,123,900. Includ- 
| ing the deficiencies, the estimate falls short 
of last year’s actual appropriations about 
$400,000. It is needless to say that the 
Com ptroller is several millions of dollars less 
in his estimate than the several departments 
demand in the aggregate. However com- 
mendable may be Mr. Hm attempts to 
| reduce expenditures to the minimum, we 
very much fear that thy Council will pay 
| little heed to his suggestions, but will run 
the tax-levy for 1876 beyond all precedent. 


THE LATEST FINANCIAL RUBBISH. 
Mr. Cartes Harrison evidently proposes to 
contest with Mr. Sasmry Cox, Mr. Procror 
Knorr, and Mr. Srnivocrr, of Illinois, the 
position of Congressional Humorist. At all 
events, he has made one well-directed effort 
| to this end. He has introduced a finance 
' bill which certainly must have been intended

THE NEW YORK MUTUAL LIFE. 
CHARGES AGAINST ITS CHICAGO AGENT. 

The latest alleged defalcation in the insurance 
line bas transpired recently in this city, the Mu- 
tual Life-Insurance Company of New York 
having been, its officers claim, victimized to the 
amount ef $15,000 by its agent, Mr. Orville 
Cronkhite. The Chicago omee of the Company 
has always been one of the most important, and 
has carried on a larger business than any except 
the main office in New York. The amount of 
business oan be best estimated when it ia etated 
that no leas than 4,000 policies are now rungiug 
in this city alone. Mr. Croukbite has been the 
ageot here for fourteen years, and has generally 
conducted affairs satisfactorily to the officers of 
— — . — = deficiency in —— 

accoun wever, be was suspended by Mr. 
Mervia Tabor, Special Agent, who Ls 
now ed in unraveling. the tangled 
thread of his predecessor's alleged misdeeds. 
With him is also Mr. H. B. Merrell, of the firm 
of Merrell & Ferguson, General Agents for the 
Northwest, whose office is located at Detroit. 

To a TRIBENE reporter yesterday Mr. Merrell 
explained the condition of affairs ag far as he 
was cognizant of them. In 1862 Cronkhite was 
appointed agent at Uhicago, and was inducted 
into the insurance business by Mr. Merreil. He 
seemed to be the right kind of @ man for the 
place,—active, energetic, aud possessed of good 
business qualities. Hisaccounts were kept in 
first-rate shape until 1869, when he complained 
to the Company of embarrassment in his per- 
sonal affairs, and a portion of his ocammissions 
were commuted, in order that he might again 
get oven with the world. He promised then 
never to indulge in outside 


Tabor, Special Agent for Lilinaia, to meet him 


at Chicago. They met, and, proceeding to the 
office, seazed the books and seccounta, and, on 


amicable settlement with Cronkhite and his 
bondsman. Nothing definite in that direction 
has yet been done. Saturday Mr. Merrell re- 
moved the books from the office to another office 
across the street, not without considerable oppo- 
sition on the part of Mr. Cronkhite, who alleged 
that the books were his private property. The 
aid of the United States Marshal was invoked to 
accomplish the removal. Mr. Merrell says that 
a prosecution will be commenced immedia‘ely by 
the Company to recover the amount due. 


WOMEN’S RIGHTS. 


IN WISCONSIN. 
Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Mavison, Wis., Feb. 15.—Chief-Justice Ryan 
to-day rendered the decision of the Supreme 
Court deoying the spplicatian made some weeks 
since by Miss Goodell, of Janesville, to practice 
in that Court. The opinion is elaborate, and 
critically examines the statutes, and fortifies and 
iflustrates the opinions advanced. It is held 
that, if the siature bas power to prescribe 
the terms of ission to practice in the courts. 
—and that is a islative and not a judicial 
power,—there is no Wisconsin siatute autboriz- 
ing the admission of females to a Bar from 
which the common law has always exeluded 
them. It is held that the rule of construction 
applying the words masouline gender to females 
is Only permitted to aid in constructing statutes 
according to the legislative intent, and that 
neither in or out of the statute can any such 
legislative intent to admit women tothe Bar be 
found. If this rule of construction were applied 
to the statutes, to which it is equally applicable, 
it would break down all distinctions of sex in 
State government, and admit w to nearly 
all public offices, executive, legislative, and 
jadicial ; also subject women to prosecution for 
paternity of bastards, and for rape. The Court 
says it is not sorry no statute can be found ad- 
mitting women to the Bar ofjStete Courts, for 
it does not think ita proper place for the ex- 
ercise of her peculiar qualities, or for the 
preservation of her purity. 


IN COLORADO. 

Dexven, Col., Feb. 15.—The Constitutional 
Convention, after two days of earnést discus- 
sion, adopted a chapter on the elective tran- 
chise, which requires the first State Legislature 
to provide by enactment for the submission 
of the woman-suffrage question to a vote of the 
people. This is regarded ae favorable by the 
advocates of the measure, who claim a powerful 
cinstituensy in Colordo, whilst the experiment 
in Wyoming on the north has fied the priv- 
ilege. In Kansas woman-suffrage exists as to

THE BOARD OF TRADE COMMITTEE. 

It is not very likely that the Board of Trade 
Committee on Discriminations will hald any 
more sessions. The individual members of the 
Committee claim to bave completed the work 
for which they were appointed. They have 
made their report, and suggested remedies for 
the evils from which we had been suffering. It 
is now, they say, for the Board of Trade to carry 
out the suggestions of the Committee, and par- 
ticularly to organize a Transportation Associa- 
tion as recommended. The officers of such an 
organization could then take measures in re- 
gard to the elevator discriminations and other 
abuges which have not yet been corrected, as 
well as keep their eyes on the railroads. 

It is evident that the Board of Trade Com- 
mittee does not care to make an issue with the 
elevator men, and therefore it desires to put 
this work upen other shoulders. The Board 
of Trade owes it to its own reputation 
that some measures be taken against the charges 
made by the elevators if they are exorbitant. It 
is agreed on all hands that the charge of 2 cents 
per bushel is not only unjust, but against the 
provisions of the law of the Stata which pro- 
vides the charge shall not be more than 1 cent 
per bushel. Yet this provision of the law is ig- 
nored by the warehousemen, and they continue 
to demand 2 cente per bushel. 

If, say some, the railroads are compelled to 
comply with the Railroad law, and be prosecuted 
for ita violation, why should not the warehouse- 
men be treated likewise? The articte in yester- 
day’s Trinune making an exposure of the ae- 
crete of the elevator pool created a sensation 
among thefelevator men. They upbraided several 
promiveot rd of Trede men on the supposition 
that they had informed au them. They, however, 
did great injustice to these men, es they knew 
nothing of the articie in question until they saw 
itin print. The way Tae Tarnuxx reporter came 
in of these facts was that he hap- 
pened to be in the ante-room of the arbitration- 
room of the Board of Trade while the Commit- 
tee wag in consultation with the warehouseme n 
and railroad managers Saturday afternoon. The 
canaultation was carried on in such loud tones 
that it was an easy matter for the reporter to 
hear nearly every word spoken. The facts and 
figures published yesterday were fully discussed 
in that meeting and noted down by the reporter, 
hence there is no cause for charging any one 
with having intentionally reveaied the secrete 
of the elevator pool. 


A NEW NARROW-GAUGE ROAD. 

The Keokuk, Galesburg & Chicago Narrow- 
Gauge Railroad has just filed its certificate of 
organization. The corporators are Clark E. 
Carr, W. 8. Gale, O. T. Johnson, d. H. Ma

ons, and in lieu of iasuigg Stock in consid- 
era thereof, to issue certi of trans- 
portation. Tho certificates will be transferable, 
so. that a subscriber, if he so desires, can sell his 
claim, and they are redeemabie in either freight 
or passenger transportation, at regular tariff 
To prevent these certificates coming in 
and swamping the road in ite infancy, it is pro- 
vided that the holders of the certificates are to 
pay 50 per cent of the transportation charges on 
every shipment in cash, the other 50 per cent to 
be charged up against the certificate until it is 
liquidated. 


TROUBLES AT FRANKFORT STATION. 
Mesers. Joseph D. Steven and Charies Karch, 


of Frankfort Station, Will County, came to the 


city yesterday for the purpose of seeing Mr. 
Strong, the General Superiatendent of the 
Michigan Central Railroad. They submitted to 
that gentleman a petition signed by 105 wealthy 
farmers of the vicinity protesting against hav- 
ing their grain weighed at theelevatorof Carroll 
& Murray on account of dishonest weighing, 
and on account of detention iu the cold for from 
two to six hours while their grain was being 
unjoaded. The petition also set forth that 
the shippers who signed it were old 
customers of the Michigan Central Railroad.

In Mr. Bonney’s lecture before the Law Col- 
lege on the Ordinance of 1787 he made the 
point tbat the reading of the Bible, without note 
or comment, in the public schools was an exact 
comphance with the provisions of the ordinance 
iu reference to schools and the means of edu- 
cation, for che purpose of inculcating religion, 


government and the happiness of mankind. 
The religion here meact was, according 
tbe fixed rules of legal construction, the 
Protestant form of Christianity, melud- 
iag the King James version of the 
| Sacred Scriptures, being tbat broad and 


tios of sect cr creed, which the courts and jurists 
hold to be a part of the common law. This or- 
| dinance, irrevocable without the mutual consent 
of the original States. and the people and States 
in the Northwestern Territory, sas thus beyond 
the power of Cougress and the State 2 — 
Ibis ordinance not only declared that the princi- 
| ples of civil and religious liberty were the basis 
| on which the original States, their laws aud 
' constitutions were erected, but also that one or 


establien those principles as the basis of 
| all laws, constitutions, and governments, 
which forever thereafter ~ shouid be 
| established in said territory; and that the ordi- 
| pance was ratified and reaffirmed as an irrevoca- 
dle compact, by both the General Goverument 
aud the State of IIlinois. at tae time of the ad- 
mission of the latter into the Union.
